In a very old numb er of the Bulletin 
de la Societe Astronomique de France 
some one made a note of the fact that 
he had seeu Jupiter’s satellites 
In a 
mirror. 
The f>th of Novemb er being a 
alaar night, a corr spondent, a D. EL 
Andrews, determined to make the ex- 
perlment with an ordinary 
looking 
glass. 
“The image of Jupiter in the glass,” 
he writes, "wag distinctly accompanied 
by 4 , small star on either side, one 
nearer the planet than the 
other. 
I 
then turned my telescope on the planet 
and found at once that the positions 
of satellites three and one and two co­ 
incided with the position« of the stars 
seen lu the mirror. 
Satellite« one and 
two were at th* time (about 3:30 p. m.) 
extremely close together, 
and I have 
no doub t that these two were seen as 
one in the glass 
“The explanation of the phenomenon 
is a simple one. 
We cannot see the 
satellites In t ’i* ordinary way because 
Jupiter’s hrilliance overpowers 
thetr 
feeb ler ligb t. 
in reflecting the Image 
in the gla ss srtme of this superfluous 
light is lost, and the satellite« aro giv­ 
en a cha nce to show themselves.**—

more noticeab le where a fog takes the 
place of the rain. 
The phenomenon is not often noticed, 
because the conditions necessary to the 
formation of a white rainbow are a 
stroog light, a close rain and a sun 
lying near tbe horizon.
